Richard A. Tilden 
Wins Davis Prize 
Speakers’ Contest 

Elizabeth Reeves, Seymour 
Minlz Win Second, Third 
‘ Places, Respectively 

Richard A. Tilden, speaking on the 
subject of “Centralised Control of In- 
dustry/’ won the Davis prize speaking 
contest, which took place before a siz- 
able audience last Tuesday evening. 
Elisabeth Reeves won second place with 
her subject, “Socialism and the Next 
rEra/i and Seymour Mints third, speak- 
ing on “Capitalism has Not Broken 
Down.” 

Tilden said: “In the words of a noted 
economist, my story tonight is a story 
of ‘too much wheat and not enough 
bread; too much cotton and not enough 
clothes, too many bricks and not 
enough houses, too much drudgery and 
not enough jobs/” 

Technological unemployment was 
the principal factor stressed in his talk. 
By technological unemployment he 
meant simply unemployment resulting 
from new labor-saving devices, merg- 
ers, and general efficiency methods. He 
was opposed to the planless installa- 
tion of machines in a mad scramble by 
the manufacturer to increase and mo- 
nopolize profits and not to labor sav- 
ing devices in themselves. Tilden de- 
scribed Henry Ford’s dream in which 
he imagined himself dead. He was be- 
ing carried to his grave by six of his 
employes. Coming to life suddenly, 
Mr. Ford aaid, “If you would put 
wheels on this thing you could lay 
off five of these men.” 

Reeves Condemns Economic Order 
Elizabeth Reeves said that we can- 
not hold the head of our government 
responsible when our whole economic

Committee chairmen were appointed 
to begin work on athletic and social 
affairs. Joe Carter is handling the 
formation of a basketball team, which 
he hopes to have in condition to chal- 
lenge the teams of the local fraterni- 
ties very soon. Charlie Touchton will 
begin outlining a social program which 
should be under way the latter part 
of December. 

Definite arrangements have not been 
completed for permanent headquar- 
ters, but a suitable , location is being 
sought. “Sock” Kennedy, chairman of 
the committee, hopes to have such a 
place available by the first part of 
December. When these plans mate- 
rialise, Epsilon Xi intends to hold 
“open house” to which local fraternity 
men and sorority women will be In- 
vited.

Law Alumni Take

Legal Aid Bureau 

Beatrice Clephane Is Director 
of Bureau, Run by Staff 
of Twelve 

George Washington law alumni and 
undergraduates are taking a prominent 
part In the activities of the local Legal 
Aid Bureau, which, has just concluded 
its first month of work in the handling 
of meritorious esses for destitute cli- 
ents. 

Beatrice Clephane, LL.B., ’24 is di- 
rector of the bureau, which has offices 
at 1418 I street northwest. The work 
is performed by a vqlunteer staff of 
six men and six woihen lawyers. Miss 
Catherine McCloskey, Mrs. Elisabeth 
Cox, and Mrs. Elisabeth Castell, gradu- 
ates of G. W. Law School, are on Che 
staff. Other G. W. graduates assist- 
ing in the work are Hmrrymsn Dorsey, 
Julian L. Latimer, jr., and James 
Wrightson. # 

The cases handled by the bureau in- 
volve wage collections, debts, landlord 
and tenant relationships Installment 
contracts, non-support of dependents, 
and other civil actions excepting per- 
sonal injury, and divorce and bankrupt- 
cy cases. Of 60 cases which were 
brought to the bureau in its first month 
of operation more than nine-tenths 
were amicably adjusted without court 
action.

Leopold Stokowski, who directs the 
Philadelphia Orchestra tonight at Con-
